Senate Okays 
Pay Increase

Measure Differs 
Slightly From

WASHINGTON (AP) — The! 


Senate passed 58-21 Thursday a 
S564-million pay raise bill boost- 
ing salaries for federal execu- 
tives and judges, ' members of 
Congress and 1.7 million rank- 
and-file government workers. 


T h e 
legislation, 
strongly | 


urged by President Johnson as! 
essential to keep talented people 
in government, goes back to the. 
House which passed a $535-mil-! 
lion version last month. 


Just before passage, however, 


the Senate took a crack at the 
nine Supreme Court justices by 
voting 46-40 to cut their raises 
to $2,500 a year. 


The administration, the House 


and the Senate Post Office and 
Civil Service 
Committee had 


proposed the same 57,500 hike 
for the justices as awarded all 
other federal jurists. 


In two days of debate, the 


Senate resisted all efforts to cut 
out, 
or defer until the. federal 


budget is balanced, the $7,500 
raises for senators and repre- 
sentatives. They now receive 
$22,500.

creases of $10,000 for Cabinet 
members, boosting them to $35,- 
000, 
and $7,000 or more for 367 


other government executives. 


A total of 477 federal judges,

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Which Way Will 
Italy Turn? 


Italy has changed governments 25 times in 


the last 16 years without radically altering the 
course of human destiny, Italy's included. The 
presumption, therefore, is that it will survive 
the, latest crisis after minor adjustments to the 
body politic. 


The question is whether Premier Moro or 


his designated successor will try to retain a 
coalition that enlists the cooperation of leftwing 
socialists dedicated to the economic principles 
of Karl Marx. 


The fjrst such experiment broke up after 


six months and three weeks when the socialists 
objected to alloting $238,000 to help private

-The Bible says there is a time to be born and a 


time to die, a lime to kill and a time to heaJ. There 
is also a time when commentators should remain cool- 
headed 
about fhe claims and counter-claims, the 


view-ing-M ith-horror and the excessive 
pointing-with- 


pride, of the contending political factions. 


At the moment (here are terrifying predictions 


that the nomination of you-know-who will ruin the 
Republican Party. The dire fate irf the Whig* te 
often mentioned. But this is shelr nomenclature! 
worship, not rational worry. The fact is that two- 
party polarization (and even a four-party sub- 
division within the two-party system) Is normal to 
American political life, and it hardly matters that 
the Whigs grew out of the Federalists, and the 
Republicans out of the "conscience Whigs." Just as 
there will always be an England, there will always 
be an opposition parly in America. 


A further observation to be made is that horren- 


dous preconvemion bloodletting can be followed by 
party harmony as politicians whose first desire is to 
win elections manage to bury the most ugly-looking 
hatchets. 
It is already forgotten that the Democrats 


in I960 staged the most tumultuous sort of Donnybrook 
before uniting under Kennedy and Lyndon Johnson. The 
wildest things were said in derogation of young John 
F. Kennedy before the convention vote count showed 
him winning over Johnson by a fwo-to-one margin. 
Eleanor Roosevelt insinuated that JFK had not dared 
^ote for the condemnation of Joseph McCarthy. The 
Stevenson forces passed out copies of a syndicated 
column at the convention denouncing Kennedy. Sena- 
tor PJugene McCarthy made a pointed speech nominat- 
ing Stevenson. Ex-President Harry Truman said thai 
Kennedy was too young to be President. And Lyndon 
Johnson was insultingly sarcastic about old Joe Ken- 
nedy's stand on the \\nr in 1939 and 1940 and about 
son John's apologetic remarks on the downing of the 
U-2 spy plane over Russia. 


A visitor from Timbuctoo or Allahabad, unused to 


the tribal ways of American politics, would have pre- 
dicted that the Democrats could not possibly mend 
their rifts in time for November. But (hey did. begin- 
ning with the nomination of Lyndon Johnson for Vice 
President.

George Ball; the President's chief 
staff member for foreign affairs.

How, 
then, is this quite astonish- 


ing episode lo be interpreted? One

ington for the Saigon embassy.

SOVIET MIKES -

tion. But if those Russian micro- 
phones do make noises, however 
slight, the least. they could have 
done was create some sort of elec- 
tronic noise detector to do the 
same job.

This means, of course, that the 


President 
does not regard the 


appointment of General Taylor as 
a sure substitute for sterner kinds 
of action. 
Furthermore, this also 


means that the President does not 
rule out sterner action this sum- 
mer, if the need is demonstrated.

this is a time for

dered. 


Martin's major domo, Mack 


Gray, burst into the room. "I 
just caught the rushes," he told 
his boss. "You were great, 
baby. Really great."

abuse. It became a name-call- 
ing contest with Martin finally 
getting the best of it.

Watched Helplessly

struck at the endless abuse ex- 
changed between Martin and 
Gray. 


Wilder asked the film's pub- 


licity man for the time. The 
flack hadn't opened his mouth 
the entire noon hour, but when 
he said: "It's 12:30," Martin 
growled, "Shut up. You talk too 
much." 


There was a scuffling in the 


little foyer to the dressing room 
as two men proceeded to throw 
another one into the street.

Hollywood Is Making Comeback 
After Tough Foreign 'Battle' 


By DICK KLEINER 


HOLLYWOOD - (NEA) - At 


the expense of New York, London, 
Rome and points east, Holhvood 
is in the throes of a sun-tanned 
renaissance. 


It used to be artistically 


fashionable to make movies 
fn New York, and economic- 
ally profitable to shoot them 
in Europe. It isn't any more, 
and Hollywood's studios are 
booming as a result. 


"New York is driving produc- 


tion out," says 
director Del 


Mann, who has worked on five or 
six pictures there. 
"Because of 


union demands, it is becoming 
more and more labored and diffi- 
cult and costly to shoot in New 
York. Unless it's absolutely nec- 
essary to the story, I doubt if I'll 
do it any more." 


"We used to shoot in Europe," 


says producer Mark Robson, "be- 
cause the countries there gave 
us subsidies or deals, or because 
the studios had frozen money. 
^Bul the frozen money has disap- 
peared 
and prices there have 


gone up so much that nowadays 
there's not much difference in 
cost." 


Statistics bear all this out. 


Last year, the Motion Picture 
Association logged 101 domes- 
tic 
films 
against 
90 shot 


abroad. 
For 
the first 
five 


months of '64, there are 40 
filmed in Hollywood, only 16 
abroad. The ratio has chang- 
ed dramtically. 


Meanwhile, of course, television 


production continues steady. One 
studio will do better than another 
from year to year, but there has 
been little over-all change in tele- 
vision production since the big 
migration from New York be- 
tween '55 and '60. 


But movies, 
that's 
different. 


England's famed Eady Plan — 
which gave studios, in effect, a 
cash bonus for employing British 
labor—and similar subsidy deals 
by other nations virtually forced 
American studios to go overseas. 
There were other reasons, too, 
but the whole thing boiled down 
to basic economics. 


"But there's no point in going 


overseas now," Robson says, "ex- 
cept 
for 
artistic reasons, 
for 


naturalism. 
I'm 
making 
'Von 


Ryan's Express.' I'll do the ex- 
toriors in Italy for authenticity. 
But the interiors will be shot in 
Hollywood. 
I imagine that two 


or three years ago I would have 
done it all abroad."

He emphasizes that studio 


facilities, 
technicians 
and 


crews are much better here. 
And, 
also, he says because of 


their stability a producer can 
exercise cost control better in 
Hollywood. 


Mann says that a few European 


countries — notably Yugoslavia 
and Greece — still maintain at- 
tractive subsidies and low pay 
scales for extras and crews as 
lures to United States companies. 
But their laborers are so inept 
and work so slowly as to prac- 
tically negate the advantages of

Chili Important Crop 
Now In Ne\v Mexico

SANTA FE, N.M. (UPI) — 


Turning down a chili supper in 
New Mexico is like making a 
face at gumbo in Louisiana. 


The natives here have almost 


400 years of chili cooking tra- 
dition behind them. And chili 
has become one of the most im- 
portant crops raised 
in New 


Mexico. 


The 
chili plant, first intro- 


duced by the Spaniards, was 
taken over by the Indians 
as 


the first spice introduced into 
the new world. Since then, chili 
in one form or another has 
been employed to add zip to 
beans and most other native 
foods. While still green, chili 
is stewed, fried, baked, boiled 
or fricasseed. 


When it turns red in the fall, 


it's the fiery hot powder used 
on almost all food. 


Mixed with corn and flatten- 


ed into a cake, chile becomes 
a tortilla. Mixed with meat it's 
chili 
con 
carne. 
Add 
some 


beans and it's chili con fri- 
joles. To most "angles," it's 
the nearest thing to rocket fuel, 
but to the native, it's sublime. 


Regardless of its name, chili 


is almost always red and al- 
ways hot, unless it's green and 
then it's hotter. 


But with lots of milk or chill- 


ed wine, the newcomer to New 
Mexican food 
can 
also 
enjoy 


sopa 
de 
albondigas, a rich, 


stock soup with tender meat- 
balls 
made 
from 
beef 
and 


mixed with blue cornmeal and 
spices. 


Pasole, 
a 
dish 
of hominy 


cooked with pork, onions and 
green chilis, can be a filling 
meal, while arroz 
con polio, 


made 
of 
chicken, rice 
and 


fresh herbs, is an Indian favo- 
rite. 


For the iron clad mouth, sal- 


sa picante is a sauce poured 
over everything. It has been 
known to cure colds and keep 
away relatives indefinitely, but 
those who love explosive foods 
swear by it.
